Cancer  Mortality.— 9  deaths.  (4  males,  aged  54,  61,  62,  and  80  years,  and  5  females, 
aged  62,  73,  73,  76,  and  81  years). 

An  average  rate  of  134  per  1000  of  population. 

Phthisical  Mortality.— 11  deaths.  (8  males,  aged  22,  35,  41,  41,  42,  52,  59  and  70 
years,  and  3  females,  aged  27,  59,  and  69  years).  4  of  the  males  were  gold 
miners  returned  from  Africa,  and  one  a  stonecutter.

EPIDEMICS. 

The  year  has  been  free  from  Epidemic  Zymotic  Disease.  In  the  early 
months  of  the  year  Influenza  sickness  again  occurred,  but  not  to  any  general 
extent.  No  deaths  were  certified  as  due  to  Influenza,  but  probably  many  of 
the  respiratory  deaths  were  indirectly  due  to  it. 


FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOPS  ACT,  1901. 

This  Act  appears  to  be  efficiently  carried  out  in  the  town. 


SHIPPING  INSPECTIONS. 

These  were  satisfactory.  No  sickness  occurred  in  seaman  returning  from 
foreign-going  infuted  ships. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

This  has  been  satisfactory  both  in  quantity,  for  the  present  requirements 
of  the  Town,  and  in  the  quality  of  the  Water. 


HOUSE  INSPECTIONS. 

These  have  been  generally  satisfactory,  and  point  to  still  further 
improvements  in  structure  and  Sanitary  efficiency.  I  would  repeat  the 
warning  given  in  previous  years  as  to  the  necessity  of  care  with  regard 
to  the  dangers  with  water  closets  in  small  dwellings,  also  with  regard 
to  damp  dwellings,  and  efficient  ventilation.

The  old  complaint  of  refuse,  carelessly  thrown  in  certain  places, 
has  not  been  entirely  checked. 

The  scavenging  and  refuse  collecting  is  generally  carried  out  satis¬ 
factorily,  and  the  condition  of  the  streets  is  still  further  improving,  and 
compares  very  favourably  with  previous  years. 


DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS,  AND  MILKSHOPS  INSPECTIONS 

show  attention  to  cleanliness,  and  a  ready  desire  to  do  what  is 
required. 


SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. 

These  are  kept  clean,  and  attention  paid  to  the  prompt  removal  of 
refuse. 


NEW  BUILDINGS. 

10  have  been  certified  as  fit  for  occupation. 

4  of  these  have  been  built  where  6  old  houses  have  been  taken 
down. 


GENERAL  REMARKS. 

The  general  health  of  the  town  has  been  good,  and  preventive 
disease  has  only  occurred  in  a  few  cases. 
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The  notification  rate  lias  again  been  low,  and  compares  favourably 
with  previous  years  as  shown  under  the  heading  “  Notification  of 
I  iisease.” 

The  Birthrate  is  again  satisfactory.  Although  the  deathrate  is  higher 
than  last  year  it  is  not  due  to  causes  which  may  be  looked  upon  as 
preventible.
